INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

Sir: 

Applicant thanks Examiner Riley for conducting a 
telephonic interview with applicant's representatives, Mark 
D. Rowland (Reg. No. 32,077) and Chi- Hs in Chang (Reg. No. 
52,717), on October 11, 2004. The following is a summary 
of the interview. 

In the interview, applicant's representatives 
notified the Examiner that applicant planned on filing a 
Request for Continued Examinat ion (RCE) of the reissue 
application pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.114 before October 
16, 2004. With the RCE, applicant planned on submitting a 
copy of applicant's "REPLY UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.116" 



(hereinafter "applicant's Reply"), which was filed on 
September 16, 2004. 

Applicant's representatives also briefly 
discussed certain remarks in applicant's Reply with respect 
to claims 82 and 89. In particular, applicant's 
representatives discussed that current -mode voltage 
regulators, such as that described in the UC3842 reference, 
control a switching pulse in a different way than voltage- 
mode regulators, such as those described in some of the 
secondary references cited in the Office action dated May 
16, 2004. 

During the interview, applicant's representatives 
did not show any exhibits, conduct any demonstrations, nor 
propose amendments to the application.
